Although her retirement is not 
official until January, she has 
accumulated leave which she will 
be taking in advance. 

Sigrid was appointed as ma- 
tron-clerk of the department July 


1, 1940. On Jan, 20, 1949, she was | 


appointed to the newly-created 
post of policewoman-clerk. 

When she joined the depart- 
ment, it had eight members, in- 
cluding the chief. Today 
are 23 members in the force, plus 
a civilian dispatch-clerk. There 
are four policewoman-clerks. 

Mrs. Oakley has served under 
three police chiefs, Lloyd Jester, 
the late Stanley Williams and 
Ralph Jensen. 

Others in the department in 
1940 were Arthur K. Smith, now 
an inspector; Frank S. Davis, 
who has retired; the late Ken- 
neth Nickerson, John Viarengo, 
chief of police in Turlock, 
John MacCann, who recently re- 
tired from the Berkeley Police 
department, and W. A. Hydie, 
now chief of police in Palo Alto. 

Jester, who was inspector in 
the Alameda County district at- 
torney’s office, now works in Al- 


bany as security officer for Jay- 
Vee Liquors. 
Sigrid has seen many changes 


in Albany and in police work in 
29 years. The population has 
grown from about 11,400 to more 
than 17,000.

Ray DeJong Has Good 
Advice for Football Team 


Ray DeJong of 1027 Ordway, 
head coach at South San Fran- 
cisco high school, had some good 
advice for young athletes as 
guest speaker at the 13th annual 
Albany Lions club football ban- 
quet last Wednesday. 

DeJong told the football play 
ers that although their year had 
not been a good one, the import- 
ant things were how they played 
the game and what they put in 
and got out of it. 

He urged the boys to set their 
sights high in life and dream of 
hitting the top. If it doesn’t hap- 
pen, be realistic about it, he said. 

It is important for each player 
to put the team before himself, 
DeJong said, urging them to 
avoid temptations, which are 
more numerous today than when 
he went to high school. 

“Stay away from drugs,” he 
said, “Know right from wrong. 
You are the leaders. Don’t bring 
discredit on your block award or 


| your team... .” 


The speaker urged the boys to 
keep girl friends. in the proper 
perspective. ‘Don’t let them 
lead you around by the nose.” 

His third admonition was to 
avoid owning a car, which boys 
have to first buy and then sup- 
port, often making it necessary 
to get a job and give up sports. 

“Football is important, but not 
the only thing,’’ he said. “Open 
those books. You may be able 
to go on to college.”
